$7,000,000 IN FRISCO 


Testifies Before Commerce Commission He and 


Associates Bought 


Back at $37.50 a Share 


From Reid Stock Which Was Sold at $61.50 
.— Bought C. & A. Control Whilé Harriman 


Was Absent.

WASHINGTON; Oct. 17.—B. F. Yoakum, testifying before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission today in its investigation of 
financial transactions of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Rail- 
way, told how the Rock Island acquired the Frisco Railroad and 
then sold it back at a loss which he estimated at $7,500,000. 


Tells of Loss of $7,500,000. 

“The loss to the Rock island Railway 
through its purchase and subsequent 
sale of the stock of the Frisco lines was 
the difference between $61.50 and $37.50 
a share, according to B. F. Yoakum of 
New York, who conducted the negotia- 
tions for the Frisco stockholders. The 
total amount of actual loss, Yoakum 
thought, was about $7,500,000. 

Yoakum, always actively connected 
with the Frisco lines, became a mem- 
ber of the various Rock Island boards 
of directors wher the Frisco stock was 
acquired by the Rovk Island. He said 
that while the control of the Frisco was 
in the Rock Island, competition between 
the two lines did not cease. 

“Did you conduct the negotiations for 
the repurchase of the Frisco stock?’ 
asked Folk. 

“Yes, I did.”’ 

“What was the reason for the repur- 
chase?” 

“Well, I believed in the Frisco, and 
believe in it yet. I dealt with D. G. 
Reid, principally. We agreed on a 
price of $37.50 a share and my associa- 
ates and I bought. We paid for it in 
cash. Personally I took about 30,000 
shares.” 

“Did you get the actual stock when 
you paid your money?’ asked Mr. Folk. 
Yoakum Got the Real Stuff. 

“You bet I did,” replied Yoakum. 
“I got the real stuff. I was not a 
member of the Board of Directors of 
the Rock Island Co. of New Jersey 
when the loan of $7,500,000 was au- 
thorized. The dissolution between the 
Rock Island and Frisco was entirely 
friendly and it resulted, of course, in 
a dissolution of other common inter- 
ests.” 

Discussing the acquisition by the 
Rock Island of the Chicago & Alton 
road, Yoakum said he participated in 
that purchase, acting as one of the 
directors of the Rock Island Railway. 

“I purchased much of the Alton 
stock in my name through six or 
seven brokers,” he said. “Other blocks 
of the stock were purchased in the 
names of W. D. Leeds and William 
H. Moore. To get a majority of about 
200,000 shares of the railroad property 
is a pretty good job. We conducted 
it in the only way it could be con¢ 
ducted. Of course we had to keep the 
matter as quiet as possible.” 

“Was not BE. H. Harriman in con- 
trol of the Alton at that time?” asked 


in Burope 
then?” suggested Folk. “Was that the 
reason you were quietly purchasing 
the property?” 

“Well,” said Yoakum, smiling, “it 
was a propitious time to make the 
purchase. Mr. Harriman happened to 
be in Burope and the Rock Island 
wanted control of the property and 
it simply did not wait for Mr. Har- 
riman to return.” 

Yoakum explained that he and 
Messrs. Reid, Leeds and William H. 
Moore became members of the Alton 
beard and also members of the Chi- 


cago & Bastern lilinois board because, 


all the properties were controlled by 
the same interests. 


Got Centro! of Coal Fields, 

The Rock Island purchased contro} 
of the Deering Coal Co. and of the 
‘indiana Fuel Co. and perhaps some 
ether coal companies, Yoakum ex- 
plained, because it was regarded as 
good policy to obtain control of what 
were the largest fuel fields 'n the 
Middle West. Several years later, tho 
witness further explained, it was re- 
garded as equally good policy, ou ac- 
count of the dissolution of the several 
railway \interests to dispose of the 
Rock Island's Interests in the coal

railroads and that it would be much 
better for Government regulation to 
be absolute than-for nobody to know 
just what the situation is. The pres- 
ent national administration has done 
some good work, especially in the en- 
actment of currency legislation and 
in its authorization of Government 
railroads in Alaska.” 

Folk asked Yoakum to what he at- 
tributed the wrecking of the Rock 
Island. 

Calis Road Fine Property. 

“I do not use the term ‘wrecking’ in 
connection with the Rock Island,” re- 
plied Yoakum. “I consider the Rock 
Island one of the finest railroad prop- 
erties in ..e United States today. It 
traverses a great territory, it has won- 
derful terminals and it is everything a 
railroad ought to be. I can put it fio 
stronger than that.”’ 

Folk called Yoakum’s attention to re- 
ports by experts which indicated that 
the physical condition of the Rock 
Island property was bad. 

“I know nothing personally of the 
physical condition of the property now,” 
said Yoakum, “‘ because I have not been 
over the lines for several years, but the 
property, generally speaking, is just as 
fine as I have described.”’ 

Folk inquired why the system had got- 
ten into so serious a tangle of financial 
difficulties and wanted to know if it 
were not because of an over-issuance of 
securities. 

“I am not capable of answering that 
question,”’ replied Yoakum. “I do not 
know enough about the present condi- 
tion.” 

George G. McMurty of New York, a 
director of the Rock Island operating 
Company, and of the New Jersey hold- 
ing company of the Rock Island, gave 
testimony tending to ‘show that the 
board of directors practicaVy was dom- 
inated by Daniel G. Retd. 

The witness said he knew personally 
very little concerning the financial op- 
erations of the several companies. Asked 
about specific transactions—including 
the Frisco deal and the payments of 
money to Directors Jackson and Cable, 
for which no explanation had beep giv- 
en, the witness said he could remem- 
ber nothing about those matters. 

“I didn’t have time to go into such 
details,”’ said he.

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Africa, the Richest Colonia! Prize of the 


War 
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HE map of Africa is an inter- 
esting subject of study now 


I for two reasons. First, be- 


cause the war has been carried into 
Africa literally and a number of Af- 
rican colonies, particularly those 
owned by Great Britain, Germany and 
Portugal have been the scenes of mil- 
itary movements. Secend, because 
the partition of Africa and the small 
part which Germany, newest of mod- 
ern nations, obtafned in that parti- 
tion,, were among the underlying 
causes of the war. Italy, Belgium and 
Portugal each obtained more desirable 
allotments than Germany, not to 
mention the great British and French 
colonies. 

Morocco, which nearly provoked a 
European conflict in 1911, has since 
that time been officially under 
French influence. Should Germany 
win a decisive victory in the war, it 
and the French colony of Algeria un- 
doubtedly would become German pos- 
sessions. It is also within the bounds 
of probability that Germany would 
elect to take all the possessions of 
the allies in Africa. A glance at the 
map will show what this would mean 
to the Dark Continent. Inasmuch as 
Portugal, through her alliance with 
England, probably will be plunged in 
a few days into the great conflict now 
raging, it can be seen that it is pos- 
sible, in the event of German victory, 
that all nations but Haly and Ger- 
many will be swept out of Afric. 
Italy, too, may go, if she eventually 
should align herself against the 
Triple Alliance.

_ Lille, their occupation of which last Tuesday by 30,000 men, appears des- 
»tined to be of short duration. 
*Battle Line, Now 360 Miles Long, Covers Historic Ground. : 
_. The line of ‘‘the battle of the North’’ extends over the most historic 
-ground in Flanders, where on ‘‘The Field of the Cloth of Gold,’’ Francis I. 
‘and Henry VIII, had their celebrated meeting in 1520. Owing to the sinuous 
“¢haracter of the line of battle the total length of it from the coast of Bel- 
' gium to the Swiss border now reaches nearly 360 miles. 

Belief in the final success appears to have taken a firm hold on the allies. 

_ All the men display confidence in their commanders, who are doing every- 
“thing possible to spare their troops. The allied soldiers are fighting with 
» vigor. They often perform marches which seem beyond human power. This 
‘is made evident when small detachments are acting apart from the main 
~ bodies. French dragoons recently were entrusted with the task of covering 
. the passage of a river by artillery. They met a body of German hussars in 
-@ clash; Yoth sides charged simultaneously and the melee lasted 10 minutes, 
© during which the men slashed and pierced each other with swords and lances 
. while the officers’ revolvers cracked. Finally, the hussars broke ranks and 

galloped off, leaving many of their men on the field. The dragoons also suf- 
» fered severely, but attained their object, that of securing a safe passage for 
their comrades. 

_Firemen Sent From Paris to Bury German Dead. 

A large number of Paris firemen, equipped with a sort of oxygen helmet 
have arrived in the region of Roye to bury the German dead on the battle- 
field, where they have been lying for three weeks. The firemen brought a 

large supply of disinfectants with them in order to lessen the danger of con- 
_ tracting disease in handling the bodies. On the battlefield it is said there are 
between 4000 and 5000 bodies.

“In Marmaros-Sziget, Hungary, the 
enemy has been pursued by Austrian 
detachments which have occupied Palis. 

“In the valley of the Black Bistrica, 
the Russians are retiring. Our troops 
have followed them to Zielona.’’ 

The River Bistrica and the town of 
Zielona are in Galicia, close to the Hun- 
garian frontier and to the northeast of 
Marmaros-Sziget. 

Austrian Soldiers Suffer From Cold, 
Russians Well Clothed. 
VENICE, via Paris, Oct. 17.—Reports 
received in Vienna from the headquar- 
ters of the German army on the Rus- 
sian frontier are said to admit that the 
soldiers are suffering intense hardships 
in the cold, rainy weather owing to lack 
of warm clothing. All the Russian pris- 
oners on the other hand are said to be 
well provided for the winter and are 
wearing fur caps covering both their 

heads and their necks. 

The Russian regiments are reported to 
be fully equipped with clothing and 
other requisites for a late autumn and 
winter campaign. 

There is said to be much dissatisfac- 
ticn in Vienna over an alleged break- 
down in the Austrian field post, especial- 
ly the parcel post. Relatives and friends 
of soldiers at the front who have tried 
te send them gifts of clothing are re- 
ported as complaining that these arti- 
cles never reach their destination.

Mr. Boggs said as a director he ap- 
rroved of-that transaction and of the 
loan of $7,500,000 made through the First 
National Bank of New York, because 
he believed it would effect a saving to 
the Rock Island railway.

“We Want News of Army, Not Drivel,” Say 
Public and Newspapers, in Bitter Attack 
on the Press Bureau Censor.

LONDON, Oct. 9.—The Englishmen are 
becoming very impatient over the re- 
fusal of the press bureau to release 
definite news of the fighting in France. 
Every day the papers are filled with 
complaints from indignant readers, who 
are beginning to ridicule the judgment 
of the censors and demand frank state- 
ments of the actual happenings at the 
front. — 


This letter from the Globe is a 
typical daily paper protest: 

“Sir: Of all the misdeeds of our 
press buréau surely the climax Was 
reached when, to a people on the 
tenterhooks of anxiety for intelli- 
gence from the seats of war, they 
offer the contemptible drival of 
stories about a chauffeur’s toilet and 
@ restaurateur’s lunch. 

“At this tremendous crisis when 
men are massed in millions against 
each other and an indecisive en- 
gagement protracted beyond prece- 
dents is raging, when the future of 
England is hanging in the balance, 
this act of the bureau is. nothing 
less than an insult to the whole 
British nation. 

“Due reticence from aught that 
may convey information to the 
enemy is commendable, though the 
bureau has been singularly unfor- 
tunate in its discrimination between 
what to publish and what to sup- 
press.

Several Western Bishops to 
Aid in the Ceremonies— 
3500 Persons Can Be Ac- 


commodated at Services 


in the Morning. 


Three hundred churchmen and semi- 
nerians of the Catholic faith will par- 
ticipate in the ceremonies attendant 
upon the blessing and first mass in the 
new St. Louis cathedral, 
enue and Lindell Loulevaréd, 
Archbishop John J. Glenno4, officiat- 
ine prelate of the occasion, told a 
Post-Dispatch repurter today he hoped 
t> have the new edifice consecrated one 
year hence. He said the great alta 
will be installed by that time and will 
be fully paid for, as will the church, 
which is always necessary before con- 
secration. No contracts will be entered 
into for embellishing the interior until 
the money for the work has been sub- 
scribed. 
Preparations for a large attendance 
at the pontifical bigh mass are bein 
made by the Rev. Father Francis Gil- 
fillan, pastor of the cathedral parish 
Two thousand persons can comfortably 
be seated in the pews, and arrangements 
for 1500 chairs for use in the galleries 
have been made. The blessing and mass 
will be carried out with all the splendor 
of the Catholic ceremony, about 30 diz- 
nitaries of the church assisting in the 
celebration, with the seminarians lend- 
ing volume to the chants. 

Blessing, Then Maas. 
The mass will be preceded by the 
Dlessing which will be performed by the 
Archbishop. It will consist of three 
processions which will pass from the 
rear of the cathedral down the epistle 
side of the church and up the gospel 
nxisle as the Archbishop sprinkles holy 
water about. The services will start at 
19°30 o’clock. Before that time side 
doors will open to admit pew holders 
of the Cathedral parish. and the Lindell 
boulevard portals to admit others. 
The celebrant of the mass will be 
Rishop J, J. Hennessy: assistant, Right 
Rev. Monsignor Joseph <A. Connolly: 
deacon, Rev. F. J. Jones: subdeacon, 
Rev. E. J. Lemkes: deacons of honor, 
Rev. J. J. Tannrath and Rev. James T. 
Coffey; first master of ceremones, Rev. 
M. S. Brennan; second master of cere- 
monies, Rev. J. P. Spencer: deacon ot 
honor to Archbishop Glennon, Rev. M 
J. Ryan. Archbishop Glennon will de 
Iiver the serman. 
Among the dignitaries of the church 
who are expected are: Bishops Garrigan, 
Sioux City: Scannell, Omaha: Cunnine- 
ham, Concordia, Kan.: Lillis, Kansas 
City: Ward, Leavenworth, and Tehen, 
Lincoln, Neb. 
While it is not expected that the Ca- 
thedral will be fully completed for about 
19 years, those attending the blessing 
services will have much to _ interest 
them. The nave and transcepts look ¢o 
heroic in their coverlet of rough brick, 
mortar and cement that one is tempted 
tc ask questions about dimensions. 
Services will be conducted on a tem- 
porary altar which has been Installed 
until the arrival of ‘1e mammoth one 
now being built In New York, the gift 
of W. C. McRride, % Washington ter- 
race, and which is to cost $100,000. 


An Artistic Chapel. 
To the left of the main altar, now 


almost completed, is the chapel of Our 
Lady and All Saints. This bit of artis- 
trv will serve to reveal to attendants 
the grandeur that may be expected 
when the general scheme of decoration 
ix realized. The chapel, Oriental in style 
is decorated in wonderful glass mosaic 
panels depicting scenes in the life of the 
Virgin Marvy and the Saints. So difft- 
cult is the work of placing these crvatal- 
line bits, that 40 men have been em- 
ployed two years setting them. The 
work is being done by Louis C. Tiffany 
of New York, and tis said to be the most 
ambitious effort in ecclesiastical work 
he has ever undertaken. 

Of interest, too, are the colossal ficures 
of the Anchangels Michael and Raphael, 
which adorn either side of the main altar 
nave. They are in the form of panels. 
and are the work of Miss Melva Beatrice 
Wilson, America's foremost woman 
sculptor. The panels are made of Mis- 
sourt clay, fired in ovens, superintended 
by Miss Wilson. Figures of porcelain, 
fired as were these, are known to have 
endured for centuries, never losing their 
beauty or luster. Misa Wilson has also 
prepared models for the. Way of the 
Cross, but thus far has ..ot commenced

NEW HAVEN DEGREE 
UF DISSOLUTION 1) 
ENTERED IN COURT 


Preliminary Agreement  Dis- 
missed Certain Parts of the 
Government’s Complaint. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—The dissolu- 
tion decree asked by 
the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad Co. was filed in 


Court here today. 

The Government’s complaint is 
dismissed by preliminary agreement 
in so farasit applies to all defendants, 
individuals and corporations, with 
the exception of the railroad com- 
pany itself, the New England Navi- 
gation Co., the Boston Railroad 
Holding Co., the Providence & boston 
Railway Co. and the Boston & Maine 
Railroad Co. 

The decree provides for three sets 
trustees, each composed of five 
men, the first to take over the Los- 
ton & Maine holdings of the New 
Haven; the second the trolley line 
holding in Connecticut and the third 
the trolley line holdings in [node 
Island. These trustees are to act as 
officers of the court in carrying out 
the ultimate sales of the holdings. 

All the remaining defendants, 
with the exception of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad Co., which !s con- 
trolled by the Boston Railroad Hold- 
ing Co., are held by the decree to be 
combinations in restraint of trade 
and to be monopolizing trade in vio- 
lation of the Sherman law. Uhe de- 
cree provides that the trustees shall 
take over the Boston Railroad Hold- 
ing and shall sell the shares 
of the Boston & Maine at auction or 
by private contract not earlier than 
July 1, 1918. e

The Maytorena forces have paid no 
attention to the armistice ordered by 
the Aguascalientes peace conference. 

The attack came after Gen. Hill 
and Gov. Maytorena, the rival com- 
manders, yesterday, were notified of- 
ficially that an armistice had been 
agreed upon at the Aguascalientes 
peace conference. The teiexrams 
were signed by Gen. Antonio Villa- 
real, mentioned prominently as a 
possibility for Provisional President. 

Gen. Hill at once answered chat he 
would comply with the armistice, but 
would continue to defend the town in 
case of attack. 

Sheriff Wheeler again 
Hunt today to use his 
Washington to alter the resent 
army order, which prevents’ the 
wounded from being brougnt from 
Naco to this side for care. Wheeler 
declared in his message that more 
than 200 wounded of Hill’s ‘ryops 
were in danger of being massacred 
in case Maytorena’s Indian trcops 
took the town.

Aguilar to Grant U. 8S. Demands in 
Vera Cruz Evacuation. 

VERA CRUZ, Mexico, Oct. 17.—John 
R. Silliman, President Wilson's personal 
representative in Mexico, before leaving 
here this morning for Mexico City, re- 
ported to the State Department at 
Washington that Gen. Aguilar had 
promised to grant all the demands of 
the United States in connection with the 
evacuation of Vera Cruz. 


Silliman visited Gen. Aguilar’s camp 
beyond the American lines last night 
and conferred with the General until a 
late hour regarding the promised evac- 
uation by the United States and Presi- 
dent Wilson’s desires. Recently Gen. 
Aguilar issued a proclamation making 
certain guarantees, but at Silllman’s 
suggestion he promised to issue another, 
in which he will be more specific. The 
proclamation will give assurance that 
no one who has been employed by the 
Americans shall be prosecuted for that, 
although it is an offense for which the 
law provides severe punishment. 


It was suggested that the acts of Gen. 
Aguilar, after all, were subject to the 
decision of his superiors in the Mexi- 
ean capital, but Silliman in reply said 
that the responsibility was wholy Agul- 
lar’s. The President's representative 
said that he believed that genera) 
“promises to accede to the demands” 
would satisfy the President. 


Villa Agent Denies Thomas Protest 


to U. S. Was Authorized. 

EL PASO, Tex., Oct. 17.—Carlos Ar- 
guelles, information agent for the di- 
vision of the north, made the follow- 
ing statement today: 

“IT am instructed by Gen. Villa to 
state most emphatically that Frank A. 
Thomas, who is said to represent. him- 
self to be the representative of Gen 
Villa and who is reported to have for- 
warded a protest to the State Depart- 
ment at Washington, has absolutely no 
official position, and has no other au- 
thority to make any protests or issue 
any statements to the press for Gen. 
Villa or the revolution under his com- 
mand. If Mr. Thomas or any one else, 
made any protest to the State Depart- 
ment as reported, same was unauthor- 
ized, gratuitous and officious.” 


Peace Conference Orders Hoax at 
Naco Stopped. 

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 17.—The Con- 
stitutionalist peace convention at 
Aguascalientes issued an order yes- 
terday directing Generals Carranza, 
Zapata and Hill and Gov. Maytorena 
of Sonora to stop immediately the 
hoax at Naco, Sonora, under penalty 
of being regarded public enemies. 

Gen. Angeles, Buelna, Contleras and 
Galvia were expected to pass through 
here oh their way to Zapata's head- 
quarters on the outskirts of the Fed- 
erai district. They will invite Zapata 
to send a formal delegtion to the 
peace conference without delay.

Rabbi Harrison Pleads for the Symphony. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It Is painful to note that the St. Louis Bym- 
phony Society is again allowed by the good peuple 
of St. Louis to be in financial difficulties. It is 
emasing that a few pitiful thousand dollars 
should still be missing as the necessary guarantee 
of the society's expenses for the year, in a city of 
such wealth as ours, containing not only so many 
rich men, but so many public-spirited citizens. 

And it is all the more astonishing because the 
St. Louls Symphony Society is a necessity. A 
man requires not only bread to eat, and books to 
feed his mind, but he needs to an equal extent 
the stimulus and satisfaction of his serse of 
beauty. This would be an ugly, dreary world, if 
we could not enjoy the pleasures of imagination. 
Life would hardly be worth living, if we could 
not be kindled and inspired, not only by the lan- 
guage of words that constitutes literature; but 
by the language of color that means art; and 
above all by the language of sound, rhythmic, 
melodious and exquisite, that means music-—the 
speech of the heart. 

Noble music elicits and educates our Jeepest 
and finest emotions. If to educate the mind be 
a necessity, what then shall we say of this pow- 
erful influence, this wonderful instrumentality 
that educates and expresses the feelings that are 
actually so much more potent as an impulse to ac- 
tion, and as a source of happiness, than all the 
logic and learning of musty libraries? 

I therefore plead for our splendid Symphony 


-~-foclety, as a necessity for men and woman, who 


would live a life above the level of the mere 
brute struggle. And I plead for it, also, as a fine 
ard high expression of the best in our civic life. 
of our public spirit, of our regard and respect 
for what most adequately represents the great 
municipality in which we live. I am of the opin- 
ion that we are not most adequately represented 
by our traffic in horses, mules, shoes and other 
commodities, but by our traffic and commerce in 
those fine and inspiring ideas and ideals, for 
which the civilization of an enlightened commun- 
ity stands, which it incarnates and illustrates. 
This has been realized’by our sister cities. And 
as an important part of their cultural and es- 
thetic life, they have established great symphony 
orchestras and guaranteed their necessary expen- 
ditures. Not only has a huge city like Cnicago 
taken the grand initiative in endowing the 


Thomas Orchestra, but likewise Cincinnati. And 
even Kansas City, in this regard, has set us a 
noble example. I would be ashamed to be a citi- 
sen of St. Louis, if I thought that this town in 
which we live must always lag miserably in the 
rear, must always fail in the things that call for 
public spirit and concerted action, and devotion 
to the best expression of our civic and intellec- 
tual life. 

The smallest German towns have splendid or- 
chestras; and everybody flocks to hear them, not 
only every week, but almost every day. Ihe av- 
erage respectable German is as familiarly ac- 
quainted with good music, as he is witn food 
books. To him it is a part of the universal lan- 
gavage. Indeed, it is the universal language, that 
meeds no further interpretation or translation. .o 
Sim it is a part of that elementary culture, ig- 
norance of which is not only a reflection upon a 
man’s intelligence, but a serious deprivation of 
one of the greatest and noblest satisfactions of 
‘the human spirit. . 

But surely it is not necessary to go so far 
afield to bring home to our people in St. Louls 
the fact that the St. Louls Symphony Orchestra 
tekes a place second to none among the great and 
characteristic institutions here, that represent not 
only the culture of the few, but the delight an 
education of the many. The popular concerts of 
our St. Louis Symphony Orchestra on Sunday 
afternoons are given for a purely nominal price 
at the Odeon, and have rejoiced hundreds and 
thousands of our people that would otherwise 
mever have become acquainted with the noble 
strains of classical music. And I may add that 
thie orchestra has played a great role in the 
I listened with intense 
Gelight last season to the lecture-lessons of Mr. 
Victor Lichtenstein, delivered before tha pupils 
and friends of the Soldan High School, on the his- 
tory and development of music and of the orches- 
tral instruments. These talks were illustrated 
by the entire Symphony Orchestra, that, without 
any extra compensation, gladiy tendered tnejr 
services in the cause of education, in a field fas- 
cinating beyond all others: and immense ossem- 
Dlages hung upon every word and sound. 1 can- 
not describe how great the privilege seemed to 
me of listening to those inspiring addresses, and 
to our splendid orchestra, under its gifted and 
conscientious leader, Mr. Max Zach, in connection 
therewith.

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THE ARGUMENT OF FORCE. 

Represengative Gardner's resolution providing 
for a commission to inquire into the military pre- 
paredness of the United States is the first official 
response to the demonstration of highly organizea 
and ready military power in Europe. It is the 
manifestation of the official state of mind which 
bas resulted in the building up of great arma 
ments by European nations. The impulsive re- 
sponse to force is force. The obvious method of 


vide greater military power. 

Mr. Gardner frankly admits that the wonderful 
démonstration of Germany’s military organiza- 
tion and preparedness and her avowed purpose to 
work out her imperial destiny suggested the ad- 
visability of our taking up the question of war 
preparation. Doubtless, the same thought has 
arisen in many minds. 
of demonstrated physical force and the cause of 
armaments. 

The argument is difficult to meet. When one 
nation or several nations proceed upon the theory 
that military power is the foundation of national 
greatness and its ruthless and aggressive use is 
the only means by which a nation can achieve its 
rightful development and destiny, the plea’ for 
equity and peace seems not only vain, but dan. 
gerous. The survival of the strongest seems to 
be the law of nations. 

It is possible to meet the argument that a na- 
tion can permanently live and thrive by force. It 
can be demonstrated that ultimately force de- 
stroys itself; that a conquering nation accumu- 
lates fatal animosities and weaknesses and, as 
Napoleon said, “nothing permanent is ever gained 
by force.” We might prove that the fittest to sur- 
vive are the just and that international co-opera- 
tion is better than international strife. Yet mili- 
tary power may go far and the case of poor Bel- 
gium shows that innocence is not a defense 
against its ruthless use. 

Fortunately, we occupy a position of peculiar 
advantage as an opponent of militarism. We are 
isolated. Our borders are not menaced by aggres- 
sive neighbors with powerful armaments. Com 
parative unpreparedness is not the disadvantage 
to us that it is to European nations. We are pro- 
teeted naturally from swift effective invasion. We 
are not aggressive and menace no other nation 
with imperial ambitions. We have definitely and 
candidly disavowed any desire for conquest or ter. 
‘ritorial expansion. We have neither autocracy 
nor militarism to cause fear or invite attack. 

Of course the naval and military organiza- 
tions we have should be efficient, but before 
adopting this policy which has brought Armaged- 
don on Europe we should await the effect of the 
smashing of Europe’s war machines and the 
exhaustion of its nations, on imperialism and 
militarism. It may destroy them and open the 
way for the triumph of democracy. 

We can afford to combat the theory that na- 
tional greatness depends upon military power. We 
can afford to await the demonstration of the folly 
of militant imperialism. As a democracy we are 
bound to put the welfare of the people above al) 
other considerations. 

It would be a calamity if, moved by fear or 
greed or vanity or hope of glory or meretricious 
arguments in favor of force we should be driven 
at this time into a craze for military preparation. 
Not only would this course greatly increase the 
danger of our entanglement in the tragedy of 
war, but it would greatly lessen our influence for 
peace. It would destroy the vantage ground we 
occupy as the one leading nation of Christendom 
that can impartially and potently work for peace 
and disarmament. 

Let us exemplify justice and good will as the 
true foundations of national greatness. Let us 
not attempt to be mifitarism’s pacemaker, but the 
world’s peace-maker.

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A DISTINCTIVE 8ST. LOUIS ASSET. 

The twenty-fifth anniversary of the dedication 
of the Shaw Garden to the pleasure and instruc- 
tion of the people makes pertinent an expression 
of the value of this great St. Louis asset.

edge. It has made the city one of the world’s few 
centers of plant study and from the rigid scien- 
tific formulae of a quarter of a century ago we 
may remember that plant study has made _ re- 
narkable strides. The science has grown into one 
ot the most useful of practical sciences, one in- 
voked almost daily in taking thought on where- 
withal we shall be fed and clothed. In estimat- 
ing what we owe to the Shaw Foundation, we 
should not forget that it has contributed in many 
ways to this progress and assisted in revealing 
possibilities. which, under Government auspices 
with the expenditure of millions, have developed 
results of nation-wide importance. 

Appreciation of this distinctive asset is going to 
be greater 25 years from now than it is at pres- 
ent. We may be glad that the garden is being 
brought into closer and closer contact with the 
people by the liberalized policy making its treas- 
ures available for inspection and study on Sun- 
days during the summer season. 
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OPENING OF THE NEW CATHEDRAL. 

The first utilization tomorrow of the new 
Cathedral of St. Louis for services does not, of 
course, mean that the splendid structure is com- 
pleted. One class of workers have now ended with 
tasks which enable the great church to fulfill in 
part the purposes for which it is intended, but 
other classes of workers begin new tasks with 
which they may be occupied for years to come. 
Some of the historic cathedrals in Europe were 
centuries in building. 

What remains to be done is chiefly to perfect 
workmanship, to elaborate, to beautify, to supple- 
ment bold outlines with detail. In reality the 
valuable addition which the Catholics of St 
Louis makes to St. Louis architecture is already 
accomplished. 

It is constructed on lines that differ decidedly 
from the lines on which other notable places of 
worship in America are constructed. Some who 
confess to disappointment on a first view of its 
outlines revise their estimate later. Its Byzantine 
features grow on one. Its proportions are impres- 
sive. Its general effect striking. 

The hopeful planning, the patient, loving effort, 
the sacrifices on the part of its future worshipers 
which it represents are obvious in a survey of its 
contour. It has placed a new feature on the 8t. 
Louis skyline. It is worthy of its name—tfitting 
successor to the churches of St. Louis which have 
been associated with the history of the town ever 
since there was a city of St. Louis. 

While Europe is destroying its masterpieces of 
church architecture, we are building new master- 
pieces. This great edifice in which prayer will 
rise for the first time Sunday will be a familiar 
city landmark to the great-grandchildren o* St. 
Louisans who are themselves still children today, 
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ENTIRELY TOO OPTIMISTIC. 

The men who, controlling the Rock Island Rail- 
road property, paid themselves enormous salaries 
($175,000 a year to Chairman Loree, as an exam- 
tle), watered its stocks to five times their real 
value, and used $40,000,000 of its credit buying 
stocks of other roads at extravagant prices, cer- 
tainly exhibited magnificent faith in the country’s 
capacity to pay, but we fear the final verdict upon 
them will be that they were entirely too optimis- 


tic. 
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CLEAN UP AND KEEP CLEAN. 

The Detroit Free Press, referring to St. Louis’ 
annual ‘‘Clean-Up Week,” says that this method 
tends to cause neglect during the other 51 weeks 
of the year. “Piles of filth and rubbish fester 
fast and are a constant, instant menace to health. 
It ought to be possible so to systematize things 
that a little time might be devoted every day to 
cleaning up and keeping clean.” 

Very true! Let us clean up thoroughly and 
then keep clean. In this connection it may be 
said that St. Louis people are not at all negli- 
gent. A trip along the Hodiamont street car line, 
which is bordered most of the way by back yards 
and gardens, will prove to the visitor that St. 
Louis is, taking this line as a criterion, one of 
the cleanest, neatest cities in the world. 

But the advice is good. A clean-up merely once 
a year would be, for a city, about as bad as an 
annual bath for an individual. It would leave 
either open to assault by disease, besides offend- 
ing eye and nostril. Habitual cleanliness is a 
habit that makes for permanent health and hap- 


piness. 
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WHO DOES THE MILEING? 

‘ That question is bound to worry every thought- 
ful person who reads about Pontiac, the prodi- 
gious, at the Missouri State University—Pontiac 
being a cow. Another question instantlv occurs: 
Why did they name this intensely feminine, ex- 
cessively feminine, creature “Pontiac,” after the 
virile Indian buck, instead of something swetly 
suitable to her own sex, like “Pocahontas”? True, 
she is a super-cow. Yet “Joan of Arc,” “George 
Eliot,” a dozen heroic names, could have pre- 
served the super-quality while confining it within 
the proper domain of gender. Evidently Pontiac 
was named on the same principle as a ship, which 
may be christened Kaiser Wilhelm and still re- 
ferred to as “she” in perfectly polite drawing 
rooms. 

But it is rather the substance than the names 
of things, or cows, or people, that counts; and 
Pontiac gives 12 gallons of milk a day. From 
Oct. 19, 1913, to Sept. 1, 1914, she yielded 10 tons 
of milk, or to be exact, 21,091 pounds. Only one 
other cow in Missouri history, Chief Josephine, 
has yielded more. Prof. Eckles of the Dairy 
Department of the university avows it as his pro- 
found conviction that at the end of the fiscal 
year Pontiac will have exceeded Josephine’s hut- 
ter output and closely approached her record of 
13 tons of milk. z 

While we marvel at this lacteal lavishness, 
amounting almost to prodigality, we marvel even 
more at the prodigious human factor involved. 
Milking Miss Pontiac, we estimate, must be one 
of the most extensive industries that Micsouri 
boasts. Who does it, anyway? Does every stu- 
dent in the University take a hand? Imagination 
pictures a long procession in cap and gown, work- 
ing in relays, in night and day shifts. And what 
happens in vacation, when the Bachelors of Agri- 
cultural Arts desert their Alma Mater? Do they 
let the calf take it then? We should like to see

One of the best 
remedies is a mixture of buttermilk and 
salt. A thick paste is formed and 
rubbed over the stained portion of the 
arment.

HOW TO CLEAN A VIOLIN. 
CONSTANT.—After being played, vio- 
lin should always be wiped off. It takes 
only a few moments to brush the resin 
from under the bridge and fingerboard. 
For this a soft linen or silk cloth should 
be kept in violin case. Never try to 
polish with oil. Inside should be cleaned 
out every half year ith handful of 
barley, made rather wdrm, and poured 
in at f-holes. Then, by properly shaking 
instrument, dust will adhere to the bar- 
ley and come out through f-holes. Buy 
best Italian strings, then take good care 
of them. Strings left on violin very long 
become hard and dry, and have often to 
be discarded before they break. How- 
ever, if a little care is taken of them 
they will keep a long time in good 
sonorous condition. Rub them off with 
a soft cloth dipped in olive or almond 
oll. Besides being a nourishment to the 
string, the oil removes hardened resin. 
which collects ynder bow, and produces 
a rasping, grating sound. Then, also, 
the oil cleans away traces of perspira- 
tion from where fingers touch, and thus 
prevents strings from growing false. Oil 
must be thoroughly cleaned off axain 
before bow is applied. Have spare 
strings wrapped in oiled paper, and 
kept in tight tin box or glass jar, as 
they are just as sensitive to heat and 
cold and dampness as are those on vVio- 


lin.

Edward Pease 
and George Stephenson constructed this 
line, but, despite the connection with 
the project of the father of the locomo- 
tive, horses were first used to supply 
the motive power. 

Later Stephenson experimented with 
fixed engines and locomotives, and his 
success with the latter caused him to 
recommend the locomotive system for 
adoption on the Liverpool & Manchester 
Railroad, which was opened in 1830, and 
which was the first road on which the 
powers of the steam locomotive were 
fully established.

The different sizes 
of balls, table and pockets and the fast 


action of the cloth are a great handicap 
to the American wonder. 

In practice Hoppe shows he has 
learned some of the English system, 
Lut in his match seems to lose all idea 
of the game. With the bad breaks he has 
been getting he seems to be lost en- 
tirely. He cannot adapt himself to a 
long bridge which is absolutely neces- 
sary. In all his play to date here he 
has not scored more than 100 points in 
caroms. He scores most on ‘‘losing haz- 
ards’’ and ‘‘potting’’ the red ball. 

His favorite shot seems to he the 
“long Jennie,’’ or pocketing his cue ball 
off the red, on the long rail. 

Hoppe will eventually master a sys- 
tem by getting the balls at the top of 
the table and then, by pocketing the 
red ball and alternating with caroms. 
make runs which will go into hundreds. 


Hoppe has taken great fancy two 
the English game and hopes to mas- 
ter it within six montha., 


In the English game a carom on the 
white and red balls counts two: pock- 
eting the red ball counts three, and 


pocketing the white ball counts two 
points. A carom and pocketing all three 
balls, if the last is off the red ball. 
counts 10; if the last is off the white 
ball, nine is counted. Holing the re] 
and white balls with a carom counts 
seven. 

Some of the terms used in English 
billiards are as follows: 

Caron, long Jennie, short Jennie 
potting the ball, losing hazard, win- 
ning hazard. 

The real difficulty of the english 
game is in learning of the “half-hball” 
system, striking the object ball half 
full and pocketing your cue ball ints 
the side or corner pocket. The stroke 
required for this shot is the follow 
through. 

Hoppe to date has failed to adopt 
this stroke and for that reason he 
has done so poorly. Yet he has all 
the confidence of winning the cham- 
plonship. 

Inman is a wonderful player, shows 
fine accuracy of execution and has 
great command of first object ball. 

1 consider Inman to be as great at 
English billiards as Hoppe is at balk- 
line. He is a shot-maker and has no 
particular style. 

After the match tonight I will give 
an exhibition of fancy shots with 
composition balls, supposed to be 
equally as good as ivory. The manufac- 
turers have a standing offer of $560.- 
000 to anyone who can produce a ball 
that will take the place of ivory. I 
have been called on to make the test 
with an exhibition of fancy shots 
after the match.

today by the Department of Agricul- 
ture indicate the crop of all nations 
aggregate approximately 3,741,018,000 
bushels, against 4,125,310,000 bushels 
in 1913, and 3,791,875,000 in 1912. 

“In Europe conditions in most coun- 
tries have been favorable for only 
moderate yields,” the department an- 
nounced. “It is practically certain 
that the present shortage of the HBu- 
ropean yield will be magnified by the 
complete returns. Harvests were 
pretty well over before or soon after 
hostilities began and the grain is in 
generally good condition except in 
territory actually occupled by the 
contending armies.” 

Great Britain, according to agri- 
cultural officials, report a crop sev- 
eral million bushels larger than any 
previous one. In France the official 
estimate of production has not ap- 
peared but is believed the quantity 
will exceed that of last year. Italy 
indicates a short yield and Spain an 
increase over last year. 

Short Yield in Hungary. 

From Germany and Austria no inti- 
mation of the grain harvest Is avail- 
able, but In Hungary a deficiency is 
indicated. Reports from Roumania 
and the Balkan states suggest short 
yields and official cables place the 
harvests in 73 governments of Euro- 
pean and Asiatic Russia 183,000,000 
bushels below the extraordinarily 
large crop there last year. 

Great Britain, Italy, Spain, Hungary 
and Russia, normally producing more 
than two-thirds of the European wheat, 
show this year 237,000,000 bushels less 
than last year, but 34,000,000 bushels 
more than 1912. Great Britain’s total 
is 6,000,000 bushels more than either 
year. Decrease in production in other 
European countries probably will make 
their aggregate approximately 700,000,000 
bushels. 

The five principal non-European wheat 
producting countries—the United States, 
Canada, Argentina, British India and 
Australia—which grow all the wheat 
produced outside of Europe, excepting 
an annual total of from two to three 
hundred million bushels, officially re- 
port 1,586,606,000 bushels, or 60,000,000 
bushels less than last year, but 20,000,000 
more than 1912. 

Shortage in Canada, 

The decrease was due wholly to 
shortage in Canada, Argentina and 
British India, their aggregate output 
being 200,000,000 bushels less than last 
year. The combined output of the 
United States and Australia exceeded 
last year by 140,000,000 bushels. 

Of the 892,000,000 bushels record crop 
harvested in the United States, 525,000,- 
000 bushels, it is estimated, will be re- 
quired for food in this country and 
77,000,000 bushels for seeding. This will 
leave 290,000,000 bushels available for ex- 
portation.

The first includes the brief series 
of outright panic days; the second, the 
sudden application of high and unusual 
emergency expedients; the third, a re- 
lapse into despondent gloom because 
those relief expedients did not bring 
oa the pre-existing favorable condi- 

“That is the stage which the commun- 
ity in general occupies today. But from 
that position of despondency, markets 
are bound invariably to pass, with 
greater or less delay, as circumstances 
require, into the fourth stage of such 
an episode, in which the whole com- 
munity sets manfully at work to build 
up what had been pulled down. That 
is always the preparatory period for 
the new forward movement.” 


“The bank statement of today fixed 
an unquestionable landmark in the 
financial history of this season's ‘war 
finance’ by A See the surplus of 
reserves Over the 25 per cent legal 
minimum ratio to Soper. This was 
accomplished, not only by a $6,000,-

Charles Webb $20 to drop a »rosecu- 
tion against him for operating a slot 
machine. 

The money was paid to a newspa- 
per reporter with the understanding 
it was to be handed to Webb. In its 
decision the Supreme Court holds 
that Peters should have been tried 
on a charge of attempted bribery 
and not on one of bribery. 

State’s Attorney Webb todav gaid 
he could not discuss the reversal un- 
til he had read the full text of the 
decision.
